A BREECH-LOADING SHOT GUN. 


Messrs. Smith & Wesson, well known asthe manu- 
facturers of the pistol which bears their name, are 
manufacturing a breech-loading gun which is highly 
spoken of. The Springfield Republican gives the fol- 
lowing description of this new arm: 

The double barrels are attached to the stock in the 
usual manner, with a key.- Just back of thiskey is the 
hinge upon which the barrels turn to throw up the 
breech. About two inches back of the hammers, in the 
small part of the stock, and precisely at the point where 
the thumb of the right hand naturally falls, is a little 
knob. A slight forward pressure of the thumb upon 
this knob raises a short lever. By this movement the 
breech is unlocked, and a slight jar causes it to be raised 
ready for the insertion of the cartridges. The cartridge 
slides easily in, and no especial care to press it home is 
necessary, the operation of closing the breech doing all 
that. The rib of the barrels extends a half an inch beyond 
the point of rupture, terminating in a sort of letter 4. 
The locking lever mentioned above terminates in a sim- 
ilar form, reversed, and when by a gentle pressure of 
the right thumb the two are brought together in a 
strong, drawing grip, the breech is securely locked and 
ready for firing. ‘The mechanism of both locks is se- 
cured to one plate, which is also the backbone of the 
stock, a plan which admirably secures the locks against 
injury and wear. The hammersare small and slightly 
sunken in the face of the stock, so as to deliver a central 
fire blow upon a horizontal pin that discharges the cap. 
After delivering its blow, the hammer rebounds auto- 
matically to half cock, at which point it rests. This is 
one of the best features of the gun. No precaution

ADMIRAL: On the 13th inst., at twenty minutes past 
seven P. M., this vessel was cast ashore by a great wave 
resulting from an earthquake, which destroyed the city 
of Arica and sacrificed many lives. As far as I can learn 
but one of my crew has perished, although many of 
those that I sent ashore to render help are still missing. 

The storeship Fredonia has been completely wrecked, 
only her commander, G. W. Doty, the purser, surgecn, 
and two of the crew being among the saved. The bodies 
of Master David Organ and five of the crew have been 
washed ashore, and we are making ready for their inter- 
ment. 

The Wateree lies about three miles to the north-west 
of the city and about four hundred and fifty yards in- 
land. Although her hull has suffered much, still she 
appears to be in a perfect condition. Not a plank has 
been started, and she stands upright as though in a dry 
dock. Considering her position, and its slight elevation 
above the sea, we do not think it possible to float her 
again. It would be impossible to dig under her, as the 
means are not at hand, and it would cost more than 
what the vessel is worth. 

My crew remain aboard by day, but as the rumbling 
of earthquakes still continues, and the Peruvian sloop- 
of-war America is ashore below us in a direct line, with 
broadside on us, I have deemed it advisable to remove 
them. Another sea bore would smash both vessels. 

I lent what aid, in the way of provisions, that I could 
to the; habitants of Arica, but have been forced to sus- 

nd i\, as I have scarcely what will suffice for my men. 

shall remain by my vessel until further instructions 
from you. We have lost. all our anchors, and if we have 
another rush of the sea that will turn the ship on beam 
ends she will become a worthless hulk. Your obedient 
servant, JAMES H. Grits.

utes after we parted we were high ashore to leeward. 
One of the many seas that we shipped washed overboard 
our commanding officer, with Lieutenant Herrera, who 
was at his side on the deck. The few boats that had 
been left us were torn from the davits, and no attempt 
was made to regain them, as our officers were ordered to 
prevent any such risk cf the crew’s lives. When we 
got astrand and while the ship was filling astern, fire 
broke out amidships, so that the men could not pass 
forward on deck. Those who a.tempted it were either 
struck down by the yards, which began now to fall, or 
were washed overboard. In this strait, without any 
boats to save ourselves, within hearing distance of those 
who would, but could not save us, another immense 
wave washed over us. It was our salvation, for it put 
out the fire. Thus we lay, praying that God would give 
us instant death if such were his will, for we could not 
bear up with all we felt and saw—our dearest friends 
swallowed up before our eyes. All of a sudden the sea 
became calm, receded about two miles and left us high 
and dry. We at once went down on the beach, and by 
running as fast as we could, managed to get out of the 
reach of a third swell that was close on our heels. 

The American man-of-war, Waéerec, is about a mile 
furcher up the beach than we are. Of the Fredonia not 
a plank is left. The English vessel Chanarcillo and the 
American ones Rosa Rivera and Regalon are lost. Not 
a single boat is left in this bay, and revs on a single 
person of those that were aboard the lost vessels is known 
to have been saved. 

In these our moments of supreme distress we find our 
salvation in the officers and crew of the United States 
man-of-war Wateree. Their whole cargo is safe and 
sound, and they have therefrom clothed and fed us, and 
offered every comfort that we need. It is my pleasant 
duty to make this fact known to your Excellency, as 
well as the noble conduct of Drs. Winslow and Dubois, 
the former of the Wateree, and the latter of the Fre- 
donia. Both have, with the utmost zeal, attended to 
our wounds. In the midst of such distress I had the 
satisfaction of witnessing the gallantry of many men. 
The sailors were unwilling to leave the ship, although 
ordered to de so, until allowed to carry us off on their 
shoulders, as we could scarcely walk from wounds. 

As we are still in fear of another violent shock I can- 
not go into more details, as alarm has taken possession 
of all around. God keep your Excellency. 


j;mecessary high degree. The actual development of 
| heat, on the supposed ten feet square of the surface of 
| the sun, will therefore equal the amount of heat gene- 
rated by the consumption of 200,000 pounds of coal per 
hour. The mind cannot conceive the intensity which 
must accompany such an inordinate consumption in so 
small a space. Still less can we form an idea of the na 
ture of the combustibles or their sufficiency, when such 
an intense heat is perpetually kept up on the entire sur 
face of a globe the diameter of which is more thana 
hundred times greater than that of the earth. But it is 
not my intention on this occasion to izy before the phil- 
osophical faculty my speculations regarding the prop- 
erties of this wonderful orb; I have only designed to 
discuss the question as to the sufficiency of the radiant 
heat notwithstanding the enormous distance, and the 
use we can make of it as a mechanical motor. ‘The re- 
sult of my experiments, as already stated, having estab- 
lished the fact that without an inconvenient extension 
of the mechanism which I have devised for concentrat- 
ingjthe radiant heat, sufficient power can be obtained for 
practical purposes, it will now be proper to point out 
what amount of mechanical power may be obtained by 
occupyiug a Swedish square mile with solar engines. 
Assume that one half of the area isset aside for necessa- 
ty roads, houses, etc., an available area would remain of 
18,000x36,000 equal 648,000,000 superficial feet on which 
radiant heat might be concentrated. My several experi- 
ments having shown that the concentration of the solar 
heat on 100 square feet of surface is more than sutlicient 
to develop a horse power, it follows that 64,800 engines, 
each of 100 horse power, may be kept in motion by the 
radiant heat of the sun on a Swedish square mile. 
Archimedes enthusiastically exclaimed that his favor- 

ite device, the lever, had power enough to heave the 
earth out of its path. It may be more truly said, that 
the concentration of the rediant heat of the sun furnishes 
sufficient force to stop the earth in its course. 

“I cannot omit adverting to the insignificance of the 
dynamic energy which the entire exhaustion of our ¢ 
fields would produce, compared wiih the incalculable 
amount of force at our command, if we avail ourselves 
of the concentrated heat of the solar rays. Already 
Englishmen have estimated the near approach of the 
tinie when the supply of coal will end, although their 
mines, so to speak, have just been opened. A couple of 
thousand years, drops in the ocean of time, will com-

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meantime, the heat of the sun be employed. It is true, 
that the solar heat is often prevented from reaching the 
earth. On the other hand, the skilful engineer knows 
many ways of laying up a supply when the sky is clear | 
and that great store house is open where the fuel may be 
obtained free of cost and transportation. At the same 
a great portion of our planet enjoys perpetual sunshine, | 
The field therefore awaiting the apriication of the solar | 
engine is almost beyond computation, while the source | 
of its power is boundless. 

Enough, I trust; has been said to enable the philo- 
sophical faculty to judge of the importance of the sub- 
ject; but who can foresee what influence an inexhausti- 
ble motive power will exercise on civilization and the 
capability ot the earth to supply the wants of our 
race ?

RATHER more than a year ago the Italian Ministry 
decided upon the adoption of Armstrong guns, zifled on 
the “shunt ” system, for the armament of the Italian 
navy ; aud some 10 inch 12-ton, and 8 inch 7-ton muz- 


zle-loading shunt guns, supplied by Sir William Arm- 
strong and Co., have been in possession of the Italian 
men-of-war for sometime. The Italian Parliament have 
now ratified the decision of tlie Ministry, and the latter 
are at last in a position to push on actively the equipment 
of the ships. It is proposed, we believe, to spend about 

8,000,000 francs in providing guns of this sort, for both 
the wooden and iron-clad vessels; but it is not quite 
decided whether these guns shall be rifled on the 
“shunt” or on the “ Woolwich ” system.

THE Italian navy at present consists of sixty-nine 
ships of war, of which sixteen are iron-clads, twenty 
screw vessels, twenty-five paddle, and eight sailing ves- 
sels. The transports are thirty-five in number, of which 
thirteen are screw ships, ten paddle steamers, and two 
sailing vessels. The ships of war carry 966 guns, and 
are manned by 19,277 men. The transports carry 44 
guns, with a crew of 2,032 men. The tonnage of the 
war vessels is estimated at 138,080 metric toms, and are 
valued at 128,052,840f., about $27,000,000. The trans- 
ports are valued at 13,238,420f. (£529,540), and measure | 
26,343 metric tons.

city of the sun. It concludes with an announce- 
ment that Captain Ericsson has devised, and act- 
ually constructed, in two distinct forms, a new 
mechanical motor. This engine, it further appears, | 
is not an experiment, but a finisied success. A | 
scientific contemporary speaks, indeed, of the 
operation of one of the model engines, whose 
working piston makes upward of three hundred 
strokes per minute. This engine is actuated by 
atmospheric air, heated by the direct action of con | 
centrated solar heat. A device so original, so ex- | 
traordinary, and so suggestive of great results, | 
cannot fail to attract the atten*ion of the mechani- 
cal world everywhere. More especially in those 
countries which suffer from the lack or dearness 
of fuel for mechanical purposes, this new motor 
is like to excite profound interest. The variety 
and magnitude of the contributions of this illus- 
trious engineer to practical science, during the 
last thirty or forty years, and the zeal with which 
he continues to push his researches, naturally have | 
promised other fruits. But it must be confessed | 
that this present scheme is so novel in its subject- 
matter, and so far-reaching in its possibilities, as | 
to startle as well as interest the reader. 

And yet its practical success seems to be already } 
beyond question. The radiant heat of the sun is, | 
by Exrcsson’s mechanism, gathered and concen-| 
trated from large surfaces, and made so to heat at- | 
mospheric air as to actuate powerful engines. In|! 
addition, we are assured that the means employ ed | 
are so simple, compared with the result produced, | 
as to make the engine a practical motor for indus- 
trial and commercial uses. We need not, of course, | 
paraphrase here the information contained in the} 
dissertation which we have reprinted; and that 
contains all, apparently, that has yet been made 
public regarding the details of the new device. 
But it is obvious that the introduction of the sun’s 
heat as a practical motor opens a new world of 
mechanical possibilities, and furnishes to mankind 
an exhaustless source of power—as exhaustless, 
indeed, as the sun itself.
